Jammed in between has 
been the largest number of 
friendly games between 
local and interstate clubs 
I have known for years. 

It’s in the “friendly 
field” especially that a 
drastic curtailment is 
needed to overcome the 
tired and lethargic ap- 
proach which has been in 
evidence among the players 
in the ‘opening league 
rounds. 

Although officially a 
permit is needed for each 
friendlies, I doubt if ap- 
plication for such has ever 
been refused. 


Many clubs have played 
an over-abundance of 
friendlies and one in par- 
ticular, after having played 
half a dozen, was on the 
receiving end of every 
match. 

The trainer of this club 
told me quite recently that 
his side were partly de- 
moralised with a succession 


of defeats before the league 
season started. 


A leading official of the 


Federation who has no 
connection with a State 
League club agreed with 
me ‘that a drastic overhaul 
of the system was badly 
needed. 

The paying public, as 


well as having been fleeced 
in some of these games and 
being asked to stump up 
in some cases 80 cents for 
one match, have also shown 
their disgust by staying 
away so that financially in 
a few games there are clubs 
who have lost a “packet.” 

Almost since the start 
of the Cup which took 
place on Fridays this year, 
there have been a success- 
ion of “friendly games” 
almost, every Saturday and 
Sunday. 

How do the clubs poss- 
ibly conceive that the 
average fan can dig deep 
in his pocket three days in 
a tow and attend all these 
games? 

It’s time not only the 
clubs woke up but also the 
Federation who should 
place a firm embargo on 
the number of pre-season 
friendlies each club should 
play.

The NSW Federation has let many valu- 
able years pass without making a concerted 
effort to get its own ground. 

Sure, from time to time we have examined 
various rubbish tips — Tempe, St. Peters — 
as possible sites of “future stadia”, we have 
even approached a Council with a vague and 
rather visionary plan, but we have not put a 
penny aside for such a project. 

Over the years neither the Federation nor

Francis Drake was the first Englishman to sail 
around the world. Driven by an intense hatred 
for the Spanish and everything Catholic, Drake 
spent his early years as a private pirate. The 
success of his raids won him the financial support 
of the Queen. He sailed from Plymouth in Decem- 
ber 1577 — touched Africa then crossed to Brazil. 
He spent 17 torturous days through the Strait 
of Magellan, then the capture of two China Seas 
pilots decided Drake to proceed across the Pacific 
rather than returning via the treacherous Strait 
of Magellan. After three years at sea he returned 
to England with such treasure that the Queen
